ChristmaB, an old man (30 year of age, was the 
victim and P eny Hum phreys, tin? slayer. The 
facts as near as can be obtained are about 
thus;

On Mon­ 
day Christmas was riding to town in a wagon 
accompanied l>y his son, when they were over­ 
taken by Hum phreys on horseback. 
The 
latter began the rovr l)y cursing the old man 
and pulled his pistol, dism ounting his horse 
at the same time. Christmas saw the weai)on 
and 
called 
out 
to 
him 
to 
wait 
a moment, and was in the act of jum ping 
from the wagon when Hum phrey tired, the 
ball striking the victim in the breast, ùoni 
w’hich he died a few moments later. 
The son 
took no part in the affair. 
After his father 
had expired he 
rode 
to 
town and in­ 
formed 
the 
officers 
what had hajipened. 
Dei)uties 
marched out 
in 
pursuit imme­ 
diately. 
They 
found 
Hum phreys 
at 
his house and made the arrest yesterday after­ 
noon and he will be jailed at Uvalde this 
morning. 
Christinas was a miller l>y occupa­ 
tion, and was generally looked upon as a hard 
character. 
Humi>hreys is a well to do stock- 
inan. 
While the immediate cause of the kill­ 
ing was the slanders above stated, there had 
also been bad l)lood between the families for 
a long time and Humphreys had often accused 
the old man of cattle steniing. 
This is three 
murders in I'valde in the past week.
